cold. 


PITTSBUBOH, Pa., May 21.—Train 


crews Sunday night on the Pennsyl- 
vania road reported that they had not 
seen the Conemaugh river so high as it 
is now since the great flood. When 
they passed Johnstown a wreck train 
was located on the big stone bridge. 
The company feared the debris would 
pile up against'the structure and wash 
away the banks at the end. 


There is no danger of the bridge go- 


ing. Jnst above Conemaugh the coal 
tipple which supplies the engines with 
coal was washed out,. 'A .venturesome 
boy got out too far, and: was carried 
down the stream and drowned. The 
Kiskimentas river ia very high. 


The lower part of Johnstown is 


partly flooded, and merchants had great 
•work in removing their goods to higher 
places. The Conemaugh Lumber Co. 
had about SlS.OOOjKorth of timber car- 
carried away. This tore away two 
bridges, and did considerable 
other 


damage.

UIUDFOHD, Pa., May 21.—The rains 


have turned the streams in this section 
into torrents. 
The cast and west 


branches of the' Tula are a quarter of a 
mile wide. Houses here are flooded, 
and many families and their goods 
have been rescued with skiffs. 


Thomas Potter leaped into the East 


branch Sunday afternoon and rescued 
an eighteen-months-old child that was 
being swept away. The railroads have 
been, holding down their bridges with 
loaded cars.

On the ground floor of the Henderson 


house there is six inches of water, and 
twenty business houses on Main street 
are in a worse condition.

stamps of the fifty-cent denomination! 
Within ten days after the fact became 
known that the stamps had been is* 
sued the entire gang of counterfeiters 
was arrested.

stamps were made in the United States. 
In order to protect the people the gov- 
ment has recalled all the stamps of the 
issue of the counterfeit. 


A Father'* Terrible Deed. 


PITTSBURGH, May 21.—Sunday morn- 


ing, after attacking- his daughter and 
endeavoring, to entice his son into a 
tarn to murder him, Valentine Cook 
shot himself through the heart, dying 
instantly. The tragedy occurred a.t 
his home, three miles from Carnegie. 
Cook was crazed with rage. 


BERLIN, May 21.—-The federal council 


has not yet acted upon the bill to re- 
peal the anti-Jesuit law, although the 
reichstag sent up the measure weeks 
ago. 
This delay has caused anxiety 


among Protestants. 
Several weeks 


ago the king : of Wurtemburg tol* a 
deputation that he thought the federal 
council would not consent to the pro- 
posed repeal. 


In the last week the regent of Ba- 


varia and .the duke of Saxe-Coburg 
Gotha have allowed similar opinions, 
which they expressed to representa- 
tives of Protestant synods, to become 
public. 
On Thursday two delegates 


from the Prussiaa church had an inter- 
view on the subject with Chancellor 
Von Caprivi. They obtained from him 
the assurance that he would never as-, 
sent to the return of the Jesuit order. 


As the principal federal states are de- 


termined to veto the reichstag's propos- 
al, and the governments of several 
smaller states are preparing bills for- 
bidding the Jesuits to reappear within 
their borders, the exclusion of the or- 
der bids fair to remain the settled 
policy of the empire for years to come. 


Numerous petitions, which are gath- 


ering signatures all ov,er the country, 
show great popular prejudice against 
the Order'of Jesus. The prejudice is a 
legacy of the Kiilturkamp, which gives 
no sign of disappearing with time. 


The Gerinania, chief clerical organ of 


North Germany, voices the resentment 
of the Catholics in vigorous denuncia- 
tion of the king of Wurtemberg, who is 
accused of interfering in thJe welfare of 
the federal council. 


Chancellor Von Caprivi, moreover, is 


charged with double dealing. 
The 


Germania says that he deceived the 
group of clericals, who helped him in 
the Reichstag, bccausa they had been 
led to believe that he would not oppose 
the repeal bill. The charge is unjust, 
however, for the chancellor simply 
held his peace and avoided any signifi- 
cant act, merely letting the clericals 
nurse the hope that he was more friend- 
ly to them because he had'.ceased to re- 
buff them. 


With his declaration on Thursday, he 


abandoned-this policy of "lying to," as 
well as his old nonposumus. The cler- 
icals will reckon with him as soon as 
the reichstag reassembles. 


A SeriouR Rumor.- 


MARTIN'S FERRY, O., May 21.—An ef- 


fort is on foot to organize the striking 
miners of Ohio into a body, miirch to 
the West Virginia fields, and force the 
miners to come out. Two thousand 
miners are expected at the open air 
mass meeting here next Wednesday.

case. The committee was instructed

The majority report presents a clear

Briefly stated, it 


^creates a legal trust, linger which all 
the endowments of seminaries shall be

of 
trustees. 


.Power is also given for the enforce- 
ment of the veto and of the terms 
of the ,trust. The resolutions, if car- 
ried, will not be binding, as the semin- 
aries are independent of the general 
assembly arid can not be forced to 
change their charters. 
Their effect 


will be simply to apprise rich Presby- 
terians that money given to theological 
seminaries refusing to amend their 
charters will be given at the risk of 
alienation from the rules and faith ot 
the Presbyterian church.

LATE WARM SPEUL. 


Not Canned By the Solar Storm 'Buy* 


Pr»f. Porter. 


CINCINNATI, May 
31.—The 
fierce 


storm on the sun now. attracting the 
attention of astronomers has nothing 
to do with the recent warm spell, ac- 
cording to Prof. J. G. Porter, of the 
Cincinnati Observatory. 
He admits, 


though, that there is a great difference 
of opinion among scientific men on this 
point. The sun is enveloped in hydro- 
gen, abd this, called its chromosphere, 
forms 
the true solar 
atmosphere. 


These solar storms are the same as; 
our cyclones, only that the movement, 
is much more rapid. A storm seldom- 
travels over 100 miles an hour on the 
earth, but the solar storms move 200 
miles in a second, the solar forces be- 
ing much more active. There being-,, 
according' to the »6i«ntist8, no life or 
vegetation on the sun, the>storms are 
harmless. 
The flames during these, 


storms on the sun burst into the 
cromosphere thousands of mires high.

•'Politics and Smgmr. 


Below we give what is'history and 


not mere rumor. When the investiga- 
ting committee is through we can give 
the other side. 


One of the statements made by the 


Philadelphia "Press," on which the 
senate,bases its investigation of sngar 
trust corruption, was that the trust in 
in the last presidential campaign made 
a contribution to the Democratic cam- 
paign fund of {500,000. while* it gave to 
the Republican fund only IfcO.OOO. This 
is improbable on the face of it. In such 
divides it'is a recognised rule that the 
Republicans get the lion's share. There 
would be more probability in the s>tory 
if the figures wore reversed. William 
C, Whitney, of New York, was in a 
position to know whal. funds came to 
the Democratic campaign fund in 1802, 
and did' know. In an interview on the 
subject printed in the New York 
"Times," Mr. Whitney says: 


"Neither from the sugar trust nor 


from any individual representing or 
acting for the sugar trust did the 
national Democratic committee or the 
Democratic campaign fond receive any 
contribution whatever—not 1 cent. 
Now, you may make that as strong as 
you can." 


"You deny the story, absolutely?" 
"I deny it, absolutely, and without 


reservation. Yon cannot >piit it too 
strongly." 


It would be ^indeed .strange if the 


sugar trust would give this eontribu- 
uion of half a million to the Demo- 
cratic party, which never did anything- 
for it, when it is a matter oi record 
that the McKinley law, which the 
Democratic party was fighting in 1892, 
was the legal instrument through which 
the trust pocketed about $20,000,000 an- 
nually. It would be about as absurd 
as to set down Mr. B. P. Jones, Mr. 
Harry Oliver or Mr. Andrew Carnegie 
as contributors to the Democratic cam- 
paign fund. The sugar trust knew it 
had a good thing in the McKinley law 
and did not want it disturbed. 


The history of the passage of the 


McKinley law in 1890 shows dealings 
with the trust In March, 1890, it be- 
came known that McKinley and his as- 
sociates had fixed the duty on .refined 
sugar at 5 ptSr cent, or about 10 cents 
the 100 pounds. T'.iis was very low, 
and drove sugar stock down to S03 the 
share. But the night before the bill 
was reported to Hie house there was !\ 
conference in Chairman McKinley's 
private rooms, and the sugar rate.s were 
raised from 10 cents to 40'cents the 100 
pounds. Instantly there commenced 
large speculations in sugar stock, and 
when the bill passed the house on the 
21st of May the stock liad reached the 
price o£ 895^a share, an increase of over 
30 points. This little operation in- 
creased the value of the sugar trust's 
capital by about ?1C,000.000. 


When the bill was sent to the scnute 


queer things also occurred. It was 
soon reported thut protection for the 
trust would be increased from 40 to !iO 
cunts a hundred pounds. Two clays 
before the Republican members of the 
committee took final action the pro- 
posed increase was defeated by a vote 
2 to 4. Only two days thereafter, how- 
ever, the Republican members of the 
committco, by a vote of 4 to 2, decided 
to increase the rate from 40 to 00 cents 
a hundred! The senate sustained the 
increase. The senators who were in- 
strumental in bringing about this in- 
crease were Messrs. Sherman, Quay,- 
Aldrich, Allison, Morrill and others, 
who are at present conspicuous in their 
opposition to the Wilson bill. 
The 


house refused to accept the senate rate, 
and 50 cents a hundred was adopted as 
a compromise. 
This is the present 


MeKinley rate. At the several stages 
of the manipulation of the McKinley 
bill the sugar rates fixed by the Repub- 
licau house and senate committees va- 
ried from 10 cents the 100 pounds to CO 
cents, and the' value of the capital 
stock of tlie sugar trust, as shown hy

Wild Animals Are Popular. 


- There has of late been a sudden and 
unprecedented increase in the demand 
for wild animals, not only for the con- 
tinent, but for the United States. The 
stocks in most of the European zoo- 
logical gardens have decreased of late, 
a shrinkage partly caused by the clos- 
ure of the Soudan by the dervishes. 
In America the popularity of the great 
menagerie at the world's fair started 
the boom in wild animals of all kinds. 
Circuses and private menageries are 
competing with the zoological gardens 
and scientific societies for rare and in- 
teresting animals, and the demand for 
America is far greater than for -the 
continent of Europe. After five or six 
years of neglect there is such a boom 
In the wild-beast trade as is hardly re- 
membered.

Gloversville :has 15,000 inhabitants 


and is the center of the glove Industry 
in this country. Nine-tenths of ! the 
gloves made need no protection and, in 
fact, the manufacturers would thrive 
better without any; but that does not 
concern us. As often happens in pro- 
tected industries, nearly all of the best 
paid workers are imported foreigners. 
Glove cutters are practically all for- 
eigners. Many of the recent importa- 
tions are Huns and Italians. It .was 
these who were relied upon to disturb 
the meeting. 


"Before I had talked for Efteen min- 


utes," said Mr. Sherman, "the opposi- 
tion to mo developed.

They commented on 
his personal appearance—Mr. Shear- 
man is a small man physically—and 
then they began a steady stamping of 
their feet that was very annoying to 
the speaker. 


"I did not fear personal violence," 


said Mr. Shearman, "for the men in a 
mob are always cowards. I called their 
attention to the fact that Garrison, 
Lovejoy and Phillips had been hooted 
and jeered in the same way when they 
advocated 
abolition of 
the black 


slaves, and I was willing to stand it in 
the cause of advocating abolition of the 
white slaves^ The respectable part of 
the audience wanted to listen to what 
I had to say. I kept on my feet for 
two hours. I wasn't able to say much 
that could bfe heard. Then I took a 
chair and sat down, telling these row- 
dies that they couldn't tire me out. 
They swarmed down from the gallery, 
and as there were no seats \n the body 
oi the house they stood in a gang 
around the front of \the stage, threat- 
ening to do me injury.

The storm lasted half an hour, but 


the tornado passed in about three min- 
utes. The noise was terrific,'drowning 
the roar of the thunder. There is no 
sound like it, and once heard will never 
be forgotten. It is for the most part 
roar, but there is a metallic ring and 
shriek in its mo an ing Voice. This com- 
plex noise is the result of thunder, rain, 
hail, falling buildings, breaking tim- 
bers, and the hoarse howling-that swift 
winds make when resisted by solid 
walls. To have witnessed a tornado 
and living to tell it is not unlike pass- 
ing through a great battle unscathed. 
A shipwreck or _an earthquake is not 
more appalling. 


Tornadoes are so rare that there is 


no authentic record of two lighting on 
the same spot. Let us hope that we 
may never be revisited by one of these 
dreadful meteors, and yet we are situ- 
ated in their natural track, being on 
the proper parallel of latitude, where 
they are moat numerous. We-are. in 
the greatest danger when the center of 
the cyclone passes north of us, say fifty 
to one hundred and fifty miles, as that 
of last Thursday and Friday, sweeping 
the country from southern Illinois all 
the way to Lake' Erie, dropping fre- 
quent tornadoes from its wings, like 
bomb shellsin a battle. They appear 
on the southern limits of the great dis- 
turbance,'not far from the centre of 
the cyclone. 


In order to be better comprehended 


by all, but not to be pedantic, it should 
be stated that the science of meteor- 
ology defines storms not in the line of 
newspaper correspondents and Western 
fiirmers. 
As, for instance, the cyclone 


is ttie great disturbance that passes 
over the country from southwest to 
northeast every three five or seven 
days in winter and spring, reaching 
several hundred miles north and south; 
with a low, depressed center, moving 
slowly, with the winds from every 
direction, rushing into the center in 
cycloidal curves. 
' 


The winds that blow in from the 


south arc warm, while those that pour 
in from the north are cold; for the 
sides of the cyclone are steep hills of 
air and the winds obey the laws of 
gravitation like other 
matter, and 


rush down these steep gradients, aa 
they are called, to the center of the 
atmospheric depression. 
It is when 


currents of air of exlreme| in tem'pra-; 
ture meet not far from the center of 
the cyclone that violent disturbances 
assume the action of whirlwinds, and 
tornadoes occur. 
They form in the 


upper atmosphere 
and begin their 


rotary motion, drawing within their 
vortices, rain,' hail and vapor and be- 
come heavier than the surrounding 
atmosphere, when they decend to the 
ground. 
Their violent life is biref 


aud their race short, hence when their 
diverse 
currents of 
temerature are 


equalized they collapse aud disolve in 
the surrounding atorm. 
It is only in 


cyclones of exceedingly steep gradients 
that tornadoes, are formed. 
These 


lines on the meteorological chart are 
never in front of the storm; that is, on 
the cast or northeast, but always be-; 
hind the center of the depression, on' 
on the west and south. 
; 


The winds of the great storm'or cy- 


clone in this hemisphere blow in a di- 
rection, about the moving center, op- 
posite to the movements of the hands 
of a watch—from south to east, from 
east to north, from north to west and: 
from west to south. Thus it occurred 
last Thursday and Friday, when the 
cyclone was approaching us from the 
southwest, we here in Portsmouth had 
first.warm southeast breezes, shifting 
to the south as the center of the de- 
pression moved toward Lake Erie. 
When the center passed by us on the 
north we had hot \vinds f roru the Gulf 
of Mexico, shifting to the west, and 
high temperature. 
And when the cen- 


ter of the disturbance reached a point 
to our east, the northwest and north 
winds came down upon us Friday after- 
noon and night, with a decided change 
in the temperature. 


This cyclone w:is one of violent char- 


actor, and was accompanied with tor- 
nadoes, hurricanes and gules, in which 
rain, snow and hail were precipitated. 
It was remarkable in that all the pos- 
sible phases of the cyclone were ex- 
hibited. It, rained in Indiana, hailed in 
northern Ohio and snowed in Wisconsin 
simultaneously. It produced a gale ut 
Milwaukee, a hurricane at Chicago and 
a tornado in Ohio, leaving dead men 
and women, destroyed property 
and 


"••recked vessels in its track. 


Our greatest danger from tornadoes 


is during April, May and June, when the 
center of the Sow depressions are pass- 
ing- eastward between us and the great 
lakes, and when the air is loaded with 
vapor. We are then in the path of 
these destructive whirl-winds. 
When 


'he sun moves south and brings the 
tracks of the great storms south of us, 
the dangerof tornadoes is minimized to 
Portsmouth. Our river hills fnrnish ns 
M5me protection, but wo are nottornstdo 
proof by any means. 
If the conditions 


are favorable, as above mentioned, a 
tornado may form in the upper strata 
of the nimbus, (the rain and storm 
clouds) an<l drop upon us. There is no 
valley or plain between the 
Rockies 


and the Alleghanies, within five de- 
STrees north or south of our latitude, 
where they may not raid. 
The hill 


tops are probably the only spots that 
escapg their ravages. It is in the val- 
leys where the currents of air move 
freely, and on the smooth prairies that 
the great cyclones let slip these dogs of 
the storm to carry havoc to the quiet 
abodes of men.

In his own lanjfuaffa. says the Phila- 
delphia Press, lie thus tells how he sat- 
isfied his curiosity: 


"I told my sister, who is a widow 


with one child, that I would like to ex- 
periment for one week and ascertain 
for myself the actual cost of maintain- 
ing a small family, my wages being 
eighteen dollars a week. She was will- 
ing. 
She had a suite of four rooms, 


for which she paid fourteen dollars a 
month. Well, I paid the rent for one 
week and bonght all her coal and wood 
and meat and groceries and paid for 
her laundry work and for my own, etc. 
At the end of the seven days I found 
that out of the eighteen dollars there 
remained bat one dollar and three 
cents. So, as I am a modest man 
and have decided objections to adopt- 
ing the costume of the .South Sea 
islanders, I came to the conclnsion 
that I would remain single and wear 
clothes,"
